No. F. 9-19/2005-U.3.—^Whereas the Central Government 
is empowered under Section 3 of the University Grants 
Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of 
the UGC, an institution of higher learning as a deemed-to- 
be-universiry. 

2. And whereas, a proposal was received for grant of 
status of deemed-to-be-university to Academy of Maritime 
Education and Training (AMET), Kanathur, Tamil Nadu. 

3. And whereas, the University Grants Commission have 
examined the said proposal and vide their communication 
No. F.6-28/2(X)5 (CPP-I) dated the 1st February, 2(X)7 have 
recommended conferment of status of 'deemed-to-be- 
university’ to Academy of Maritime Education and Training, 
Kanathur, Chennai, under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956. 

4. Tlierefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the University Grants Commission Act, 1956, 
the Central Government, on the advice of tlie University 
Grants Commission (UGC), hereby declare tliat 'Academy 
of Maritime Education and Training’, Kanathur, Tamil Nadu 
shall be deemed to be a universiry, under de novo category, 


for the purpose of the aforesaid Act, provisionally for a 
period of five years, subject to the following 
conditions ;— 

(i) The functioning of the AMET as well as its 
performance shall be reviewed annually by the UCjC 
through its Expert Committee. After the period of 
five years, the status of 'Deemed to be University’ 
conferred upon the Academy will be confirmed on 
the basis of performance reports the Expert Review 
Committee of the UGC. 

(ii) The declaration as made above will take effect from 
the date on which the AMET disassociates itself from 
the Indian universities under whom it is functioning 
as Extension Centre of Programme Study Centre. 

(iii) It should immediately start its own full-fledged 
academic degree programmes, duly approved by the 
Statutory Councils and other concerned authorities 
for the purpose of being conducted at the AMET on 
its own. 

5. The declaraion made in para 4 above is also subject 
to further conditions mentioned at Sr. No. 5 of the 
endorsement to this Notification. 

6. Neither the Government of India nor the University 
Grants Commission shall provide any Plan and Non-Plan 
grant-in-aid to the AMET or its constituent teaching units.
